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Jonann SEBASTIAN ВАсн (1685-1750) wrote an astoundingly large quantity of 
major works for church use, such as cantatas, passions, oratorios, etc. Almost every 
one of these contains one or more chorales—four-part harmonizations of Lutheran 
hymn tunes, of which a rich store had accumulated during the 16th and 17th 
Centuries. 

A collection of these chorales, edited by Bach’s son Carl Philipp Emanuel and 
Bache former pupil J. P. Kirnberger, was published by Breitkopf in 1784-87. Of 
the 347 different chorales in that collection, 162 can be found in works of Bach, 
such as cantatas and passions, that have come down to us. 

The present volume contains the remaining 185 chorales. The editors of the. 
Bach-Gesellschaft edition (on Vol. 39 of which the present edition is based) 
speculate that the portion of Bach’s sacred works that is lost to us must be at 
least equal in volume to what is preserved, since the 185 “homeless” chorales pre- 
sumably belonged to such lost works. 

While all of the harmonizations are, of course, by Bach, only nine of the chorale 
melodies themselves are ascribed to him: Those in Nos. 46, 62, 131, definitely; in 
Nos. 68, 92, 104, 147, 170, probably; in No. 80, possibly. 
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The BWV (Schmieder Catalogue) numbers of the 185 chorales are as follows:
